Art Work: 3 sizes of portraits of the President, intended for a 50c, a 20c, and a 10c 
silver coins; reverse of a 5c nickel coin. Included is a Haitian one Gourde banknote 
with the President’s portrait. On an undated sheet, Barber worked out the price he 
would charge for making the hubs and dies for the four coins (these notes are in 
Barber’s hand). 


Significance: In addition to showing that Barber made the hubs and dies for the 
Haitian coins, the hand written correspondence shows that he was responsible for set- 
ting the prices for outside projects that he undertook while serving as the Engraver at 
the U.S. Mint (this is strongly reinforced by similar documents in the Barber nee deal- 
ing with other countries).

If thought necessary or even desirable, the arms may 
be slightly reduced in area, so as to leave a little more room at the

pottom, for the figure five. . 

. Likenesses of the President submitted herewith are 
none of them in profile. It is thought to be desirable to show the 
head in profile, if a satisfactory likeness can be worked out from the 
photograph and other models submitted herewith. 

The hardness and thinness of the metal in the coin 
make it imperative that the relief shall be as tbe as consistent for good 
work,

and submitted for approval to Mr. Geffrard Cesvet, 51 Broadway, N. Y. 
City.
